Murder charges 
in Rehovot 


football knifing 


TEL AVIV. — A 17-year-old Kfar 
Gvirol youth was charged with pre- 
meditated murder yesterday in the 
knife-slaying of footballer Morde- 
chai Kiend during a football game 
in Rehovot 10 days ago. 

The District Court here did not 
permit publication of the accused 
youth’s name. But the prosecution 
said he was not a minor under 
the amended meaning of the law, 
and that it would seek to make his 
name known. 

The slaying took place during a 
game on December 6 between Re- 
hhovot Maccabi and the Maccabi 
team from Kfar Gvirol, a slum 
suburb of Rehovot. According to 
the charges, at 12.40 p.m. a referee 
called foul against a Kfar Gvirol 
Player. A fist-fight ensued among 
the two teams’ players. 

At this point Kfar Gvirol sup- 
porters invaded the pitch, brandish- 
ing clubs. The accused, it Is charg- 
ed, was among them, and drew out 
a kitchen knife he had concealed in 
his sock. With this he allegedly 
stabbed Kiend in the left side of 
the chest. The player was dead on 
arrival at Rehovot's Kaplan Hoapi-

LONDON.— It has taken a year of 
diplomatic travail and bitter wrangi- 
ing to set the stage for the Inter- 
national Conference on Energy and 
Raw Materials which opens in Paris 
today. 

That the Ministerial conference of 
27 nations is getting off the ground at 
all is a considerable achievement. 
The lst of participating countrics 
was completed only a few days ago. 
_ row over Britain's demand as a 
‘prospective major oil producer for a 
separate seat from the rest of the 
Common Market created uncertain- 
ty right until the last moment. 

For months, the nations could not 
even agree on what name to give the 
conference, and what it should dis- 
cuss. A preparatory meeting in 
Paris last April broke down on this 
issue. In thé end, the prosaic and un- 
informative 1806] ‘‘International 
Conference on Economic 
Cooperation” was chosen, but 
many prefer the more striking 
“North South Dialogue." For this 
vividly depicts what the conference 
is all about. It will be the be; 
of an ambitious dialogue aimed at a 
fairer share-out of the world’s 
wealth, with assured supplies of 
energy and raw materials forall at 
equitable prices. a 

‘The conference will be attended by 
eight industrial participants — 
Australia, Canada, Spain, Sweden, 
an Common 
Market, Japan and the United 
States. 


Oil producing countrieg taking 
part are Saudi Arabla, Iran, Algeria, 
Iraq, Indonesia, Venezuela, Nigeria 
and Mexico. 

The developing world will be 
represented by Brazil, India, Zaire, 
Cameroun, Egypt, Zambia, Argen- 
tina, Jamaica, Peru, Pakistan and 
Yugoslavia, 

There will be two co-chairmen — 
Canada for the industrial countries, 
and Venezuela on behalf of the oil 
producers and developing countries. 


THE CONFERENCE, stemming 
from an tuitiative of French Presi- 
dent Valery Giscard d'Estaing, will 
be a forum at which the Third World 
and the developed nations will try to 
make common economic cause. 
They are meeting in a climate of 
world crisis over inflation and reces- 
sion of which the adjustment to high 
energy costs is one key element,’ 
though by no means the only one. 
Tn fact it waa the resistance of oil 
producing countries backed by other 
developing nations to the idea of a 
conference devoted to the energy 
issue alone that led to the break- 
down of the April preparatory talks. 


Behind the reasoning of OPEC was 
the fear that a restricted agenda 
would make the conference into a 
vehicle for blaming them for’ the 
world's economic ilis because of the 
fivefold increase in oll prices. The 
OPEC nations consider themselves 
to be champions of the Third World 
in winning a better deal for all raw 
material producers, and in doing so 
they want to protect their own gains 
from erosion through inflation, or 
shifts in currency values. 

The conference will set up four 
commissions on energy, raw 
materials, development and finan- 
celal affairs, and {it is within these 
groupings that the real test will 
come — that of agreement on enor- 
mously complex and detailed tssues. 

Suggestions have been made that 
the commissions should work for at 
least one year, in the hope that con- 
structive proposals will emerge for 
rapid implementation ‘In such ex- 
{sting institutions as the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund and the 
World Bank,

It was a move towards concilia- 
tion, and welcomed as such by third 
world governments, but big 
differences still remain — notably 
over the developing countries’ 
radical ideas for indexing raw 
maaterial prices to the rate of infla-

THE AGREEMENT signed between France and Egypt during 
the course of French President Valery Giscard d’Estaing’s 
visit in Cairo this week is bound to have far reaching implica- 
tions for the Middle Hast. 

Packaged in the form of a “friendship and cooperation" 
treaty—indicating that it now eclipses a similar treaty signed in 
1971 between Egypt and the Soviet Union — the agreement is 
broadly conceived. It embraces political, economic, cultural and 
technological cooperation and implies that after two decades 
as Egypt's principal ally, the Soviet Union is now going to be 

by France. 

At the heart of the agreement lies the French commitment 
to help Egypt, and through her other Arab states, to build 
and develop an armaments industry. This is to be 
an $8,000 million project financed by the Arab oil-producing 
states. 

For France the deal, like others it has made with oil-pro- 
ducing states, is a way to finance its fuel imports, export its 
technology, and extend its political influence in the area. For 
Egypt, the aim is to reduce its on the Soviet 
Union, and at the same time not replace it with dependence 
upon the United States. 

It is a long-term strategy. But in the immediate future 
Egypt will have to continue to acquire arms from the Soviet 
Union, and Western countries. 

The real question for Egypt is whether in fact it can achieve 
significant independence in the armaments field, afid whether 
the French can implement their commitment to help the Egyp- 
tiams do so, Interestingly this is a question that even the 
French press was asking yesterday. 

And the question for France is whether such 2 profound 
involvement in building up Egypt’s military strength, and the 
no less profound alignment with Arab political demands that 
go with it, is going to be worth the political risks, 

Not all such deals can be accurately measured in material 
terms alone. The Soviets who preceded France in trying to gain

The existence of oil sheikhs with their oil dollara is no 
guarantee that the French will fare any better in dealing with 
Egypt. Meanwhile, however, they will be stoking, to whatever 
degree, the Arab war machine with the fruits of Huropean 
technology.

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THE ONE BRIGHT SPOT in the 
draft budget for 1976 is the 
prospect of slashing our non- 
defence foreign trade deficit by 
over $400m, i.e. by about one 
fifth, next year.

On 
the face of it, therefore, the 
budget would seem to live up to 
the economists’ recommen- 
dations. 

However, there is still the 
question whether the budget will 
be indeed implemented. Its 
reserves for emergencies and 
unforeseen requirements are 
very slim. Several major 
revenue items seem to be 
overestimated, in particular 
collection of income tax (which 
fis still lagging behind expec- 
tations in spite of the reform), 
revenue from the VAT (which 
has not yet been passed by the 
Knesset, and is still staunchly 

sed by the Histadrut), and 
sale of debentures (expected to 
yield double the target for 1975- 
746, and to account for a full 13 
per cent of the total revenue, 
notwithstanding the ever tighter 
money market). It is small

Hassan’s Spanish Sahara ___.” 
tactics may inspire Sadat

THE RECENT MARCH by some 
850,000 Moroccans into the 
Spanish Sahara in response to a 
call from King Hassan might 
have fated speedily from 
memory had the King not 
elucidated so pointedly what had 
actually motivated an act that 
nearly triggered an all-out war 
in the Sahara. 

On November 25, the King 
stated flatly to newsmen in 
Rabat that he had fixed the 
number of marchers at 350,000, 
because he was prepared to 
sacrifice exactly that number 
for the “holy goal" of liberating 
the Arab territory of Spanish 
Sahara. He added: ‘‘The annual 
birthrate in Morocco is 350,000... 
and I felt that I could sacrifice 
the same number for this great 
goal, or at least require them to 
do something great for it." 

Hassan added that he knew 
beforehand that Spanish forces 
would open fire on the marchers. 
Nonetheless, he decided that 
“One can't make an omelette 
without breaking a few eggs.” 

Can this approach by a con- 
temporary Arab leader to his 
people's problems be considered 
humane? 

. Hassan’s opposition paper in 
Beirut, “ΑΙ Muharrer,"” and the 
paper of the Popular Democrat 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine in Beirut, ‘‘Al 
Hurriyya,"" on September 22 
reported — even before the 
march — that Hassan's internal 
problems were responsible for 
the recent crisis in the Sahara. 
Morocco's economy, they wrote, 
was on the verge of bankruptcy 
and the internal political situa- 
tion almost on the point of 
collapse.

The Moroccan incident may 
a unique, one-time affair. But 
the danger is that it could 
happen again in another Arab 
state — Egypt. 


THE INTERNAL PROBLEMS 
in Egypt are much wider in 
scope than those of Morocco and 
more pressing. The Egyptian 
economy is nearly always on the 
verge of bankruptcy and only at 
the last minute does Saudi 
money seem to keep Cairo from 
the brink. Political and social 
unrest is always present. But it 
is the country’s population ex- 
plosion which outweighs any 
other internal problem. Egypt 
has the highest birthrate in the 
world — 2.5 per cent. Most of its 
88 million people live along the 
narrow strip of the Nile, one of. 
the densely populated arees in 
the world, 


It was President Anwar Sadat 
who once told his troops in the 
Canal zone (June 18, 1971) that 
he was ready to sacrifice a 
million of his people for the holy 
goal of fighting Israel. Although 
in October 1973 he lost only a 
token number compared with 
this figure, Mohammed Hassa- 
nein Heikal wrote in his book 
“Road to Ramadan" that Sadat 
and Egyptian General Head- 
quarters had expected up to 
50,000 casualties, almost half the 
size of their army. 

Since the war, Sadat has 
referred to Egypt’s internal 
situation, especially the critica] 
state of his economy, as his basic 
reason for launching hostilities. 
He said in July 1974 that ‘‘inter-

nal national strife was so great 
on the eve of the war that we had 
to go to war just in order to hold 


the nation together. Otherwise it ~ 


would have .split apart." The 


next month (on August 27) he. _ 


stated flatly that: ‘‘On the eve of 
the war we didn't have a single 
piastre in the Treasury. We 
didn't even have enough money 
to buy bread for the people. Once 
the war started, our Arab 
brothers at once sent us half a 
billion dollars."’ 


WHAT SHOULD we conclude 
from such candid talk by Sadat? 
Clearly that anything can 
happen. Perhaps a million peo- 
ple will be called on to march 
into Sinai, in the event of a 
political and military stalemate. 
It would be a new sort of human 
flood or Drang Nach Osten, 

Another, even more serious 
possibility in the long run, when 
one considers Israel's increasing 
international isolation and the 
Arabs’ rising financial and 
military power, is that the Arabs: 
might be tempted to show their 
nuclear muscle in 10 years’ time 
as they now acquire the 
knowhow and physical capabili- 
ty to produce nuclear arms. Why 
shouldn't they try and use them 
on Israel, a little state with a 
highly concentrated population? 

Is the thought a nightmare ora 
real possibility, a thought of 
madness or 8. normal option on 
the part of the Arabs? 

We hope it isn't the un- 
thinkable possibility, but we 
should consider the unthinkable 
before it happens.
